Washington.—Bishop Warren A. 
Candler of the Methodist church has 
attacked the provisions of the Curtis-

article into the Congressional Record 
of January 23, It said in part: 

“FEdueation next to religion affects 
most influentially and vitally the life

“In the matter of education the 
Federal Government has neither the 
right nor the duty to interfere with 
its authority.
